In  his  written  decision,  Morton  ob¬ 
served,  “It  is  difficult  to  escape  the 
conclusions  that  the  legislative  pur¬ 
pose  was  advanc^ent  of  religious 
exercises  in  the  classroom.  The  over¬ 
whelming  intent  among  legislators 
supporting  the  bill  was  to  establish 
prayer  as  a  daily  fixture  in  the  public 
classrooms  of  Tennessee.” 

Morton  ndted  that  the  legislation  did 
not  provide  any  guidelines  for  imple¬ 
menting  the  law,  and  as  a  result, 
“some  teachers  might  simply  call  for 
a  moment  of  silence; .  . .  aixl  some  in 
straight  common  execution  of  the 
legislative  intent,  might  instruct  stu¬ 
dents  that  time  is,^mg  provided  for 
them  to  pray.” 

The  state  can  appeal  the  U.S.  Dis¬ 
trict  Court’s  ruling,  but  the  decision  on 
wheth^  to  appeal  had  not  been  made 
as  of  Oct.  11.

^rat^  to  Canada  had  most  frequently  cited  the  warning 
of  God’s  displeasure  in  Revelation 
22:18-19  against  anyone  tampering 
with  words  in  that  book.  Reader’s  Di¬ 
gest  editors  replied  that  the  Revela¬ 
tion  passage  amounted  to  an  ancient 
copyright  notice  by  an  author  who 
simply  wanted  the  substance  pre¬ 
served.  f  . 

Ironically,  Revelation  22:18-19  itself 
is  missing  from  the  Reader’s  Digest 
version— but  not,  editors  say,  to  avoid 
embarrassment  or  controversy. 

The  Reader’s  Digest  Bible  contains 
all  66  books  of  the  Protestant  version. 

Some  of  the  Bible’s  66  books  were  sub¬ 
stantially  reduced,  such  as  Exodus,  1 
Chronicles,  2  Chronicles  and 
Deuteronomy,  each  of  which  lost  about 
seven  out  of  every  10  words.  But  the 
New  Testament  gospels  of  Mark  and 
Luke  were  reduced  by  only  15  percent 
and  25  percent. 

Although  none  of  Jesus’  New  Testa¬ 
ment  words  are  changed,  10  percent 
are  dejeted .  Most  of  the  new  words  that 
make  up  5  percent  of  the  condensed 
Bible  appear  in  the  service  of  transi¬ 
tion.

New  Sunday  Schools  top 
1,000  five  years  running 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)— The  '  Sept.  30  topped  1,000  for  the  fifth  con- 
number  of  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  secutive  year,  according  to  reports 
Schools  started  in  the  year  ending  compiled  in  the  Sunday  School  Board’s 

Sunday  School  department. 

A  total  of  1,027  new  Sunday  Schools 
were  reported  during  1961-82,  making 
a  total  d  6,212  new.  starts  since  1976, 
the  year  a  renewed  emphasis  on  Sun¬ 
day  Schools  was  begun! 

Texas  led  all  states  last  year  in  the 
number  of  new  starts  with  264.  Florida 
was  second  with  82, 

James  Lackey,  Sunday  School 
growth  consultant,  estimate  40  to  50 
percent  of  ne^  Sunday  Schools  begun 
last  year  were  among  ethnic  persons. 
Also,  he  noted  that  in  new  convention 
states  many  churches  are  beginning 
Sunday  Schools  in  small  communities 
with  no  Southern  Baptist  work,  with  a 
goal  toward  eventually  establishing 
churches. 

Lackey  Said  a  recent  survey  showed 
an  average  of  10  baptisms  are  reported 
among’  qew  Sunday  Schoob  the  first 
year.  “This  is  the  most  important 
reason  for  emphasizing  new  starts,” 
he  said. 

Since  1977,  Lackey  noted,  1,332 
churches  have  been  constituted,  many 
of  which  began  as  Sunday  Schools. 
Among  the  churches  begun  in  1977  is 
Prestonwood  Baptist  Church  of  Dallas 
which  in  1961  was  rited  as  having  one 
of  the  fastest  growing  Sunday  Schools 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.

By  imposing  such  a  regulation  m 
ligious  institutions.  Ball  said,  IRS  on 
its  own  initiative  fabricated  a  “super¬ 
law.”  Furthermore,  he  charged,  to 
allow  the  IRS  policy  to  stand  would 
pose  a  threat  to  the  freedom  of  all  re¬ 
ligious  institutions. 

William  Bradford  Reynolds,  assis¬ 
tant  attorney  general  in  the  dvil  rights 
division  of  the  Justice  Department, 
also  attacked  the  IRS  regulation,  dec¬ 
laring  that  nothing  in  the  legislative 
history  of  current  tax  laws  shows  that 
the  powerful  tax  collecting  agency  was 
given  such  “broad,  unfettered  author¬ 
ity”  based  on  its  “notion”  of  federal 
public  policy. 

But  veteran  civil  rights  attorney 
William  T.  Coleman  Jr.  dismissed 
such  claims,  saying  that  no  one  who 
has  read  the  history  of  civil  rights  laws 
can  conclude  that  (Congress  did  not  in¬ 
tend  to  deny  tax  exemption  to  racially 
discriminatory  institutions,  religious 
or  nonsectarian. 

Asked  by  associate  justice  Sandra 
Day  O’Connor  if  the  IRS  would  have 
similar  authority  to  revoke  (x*  deny  tax 
exemption  to  a  church  whose  mem¬ 
bership  policies  excluded  persons  for 
racial  reasons,  Coleman  said  it  would 
not. 

Another  justice,  Lewis  F.  Powell  Jr., 
asked  if  the  IRS  could  likewise 
penalize  educational  institutions  that 
admit  only  applicants  of  one  sex.  Col¬ 
eman  replied,  “We  didn’t  fight  a  civil 
war  over  sex  discrimination.” 

That  one  statement  may  suggest  the 
pivotal  consideration  facing  the  jus¬ 
tices,  all  nine  of  whom  heard  oral  ar¬ 
guments  in  the  case.  When  their  deci¬ 
sion  will  be  rendered  can  onl^  be  gues¬ 
sed,  with  many  court  observers  believ¬ 
ing  it  will  not  come  until  next  spring.

Texas  (BP)— 
Calling  the  ministry  of  the  Radio  and 
Television  Commission  “truly  futuris¬ 
tic,”  SBC  President  James  T.  Draper 
Jr.  outlined  his  views  on  religious 
broadcasting  for  the  agency’s  trustees 
who  met  here  to  approve  a  record 
budget. 

During  the  meeting,  trustees 
unanimously  adopted  a  base  budget  of 
$5.5  million  for  fiscal  1962-83,  which  in¬ 
cludes  $4.2  million  from  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  operating  budget.  A 
budget  addendum  of  $2.5  million  in  an¬ 
ticipated  income  will  be  used  to  de¬ 
velop  TV  programs  and  finance  satel¬ 
lite  transmission  ot  the  programs  for 
the  American  Christian  Television 
Systems  (ACTS). 

RTVC  President  Jimmy  R.  Allen 
told  the  trustees  the  additional  income 
will  come  from  commitments  already 
made  to  the  commission.  The  RTVC 
also  is  scheduled  to  receive  20  percent 
of  the  1982  (Cooperative  Program  ad¬ 
vance  budget,  the  money  given  to  the, 
Cooperative  Program  in  excess  of  its 
operating  budget. 

Another  action  by  the  board 
clarified  that  ACTS  is  an  independent 
entity.  The  RTVC  trustees  agreed  to 
offer  ACTS  up  to  12  hours  of  daily  pro¬ 
gramming  at  no  cost  to  AlCTS. 

They  also  approved  changes  in  staff 
annuities  to  take  effect  in  October  1983, 
eliminating  a  three-year  waiting 
period  for  new  employees  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  Annuity  Board ’s  retirement 
program.  ,  ^ 

A  new  committee  authorized  by  the 
board  will  determine  if  the  RTVC 
needs  to  establish  policies  for  handling 
controversies.  Trustees  suggested  the 
increased  exposure  of  the  ACTS  net¬ 
work  >lmight  necessitate  such 
guidelines.
